Farmers shiver over summer chill

I TWIN FALLS - With mentorics of last 
year’s devastating early fro.st still all too 
vivid, ag officials wait anxiously to sec 
whut effect this year's chilly summer tern* 
peniturcs may have on .Magic Valley crops. 

In Camas County, a cold snap hos’raisod 
concern 'about diminished grain yicldsi 
“It's unscasonobly cold." said J eff. Rust, 
Camas County Extemton agent, 
had (I 0 W.S oO 25 or 2$ degrees the Ia.st three 


But minimum readings around 40 de- 
grees arc forecast over the weekend. • 
'Ofpahinilur cdhccrii lb Riist are the bar- 
ley and wheat crops, because a bumper 
crop was expected this year. 

“We're sure losing potential because, it 
looked like we' were going to exceed our 
county average," Rast said. “We're, gonna 
have u pretty good cutback on the amount 
of plump kernels we get." 

Rast expects it lo lake about a week to 10 
ays to determine the luircxIcnForthli" 
damage. With latc-season frosts, survival 
- pends o n the maturation of the 


crop, he .said. 

, “The farther along the grain is, the less, 
damage it wilt sustain," Rast said. He 
warned, however, that much of the grain i.s 
still in the curly stages of development. 
Elsewhere in the Magic Valley, experts 
less cenain how cool temperatures will 
effect the harvest. - 

'"Everything is a mixed blessing; that's 
why it is so hard to make generalities." said

TWIN FALLS.- Union Pacific 
Railrood has dwarded two roilroad 
branch lines in southern and eastern 
.Idaho to Watco. a rail operator in 
'Kohsas. ' 

“We both ' ave Vi c'bmc to a final 
sales ogreci.icni on the price, but 
they’ll probably take ovct the lines by 
the end of the year," said Union Pa- 


cific spokesman John Bromley. 

Watco will opcrbtc the Magic Val- 
ley lines as Eastern Idaho Railroad 
Inc. 

And Eastern Idaho Railroad will 
hire 45 to 50 workers who worked on 
tlic lines for Union Pacific, providing 
continued erhployment for mo.st of 
the Union Pacific workers,- said Rick 
Webb, whose family owns Watco. 

Union Pacific is selling off the rail 
lines in two groups.

According to Barton, “frost-in- 
hibiting*! compounds arc available 
to farmers, but he said resuhs have 
been mixed. 

Unfortunately for farmers, tem- 
pcmiurcs are not expected to rise as 

crops reach maturity. '

' BOSTON' CAP) — The nution’s first arfd 
oldest Army National Guard division fought in 
two world wars and traces its history to the 
American Revolution battle with the British at 
Lexington. 

Now. it’s another victim of peace. 

The so-called Yankee, Division will be 
- deactivated today during a ceremony- at -Boston 
Common. 

"We did our share." said veteran Albert 
Buillancourt. 74. “Wc proved it in World War I. 
Wc proved it in World War II. They’re still 
doing away with it." 

The division was created from units that 
patrolled the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
beginning in 1636. stood up to the British at 
Lexington and Concord, and fought at 
Gettysburg and on other battlefields of the Civil 
War. 

It was the first U.S. divi.sion in combat during' 
World War I and supplied troops for Gen. 
George S. Patton during the Battle of the Bulge 
in World War 11. The division spent much of 
that war on tedious guard duty in the U.S. South, 


wherc'thc'soldicrs were known as "those 
damned Yankees." 

The division’s formal name is the 26th 
Yankee Infantry Division. Its 13.000 soldiers are 
to be reassigned; about 2,900 will be transferred 
to the 42nd Rainbow Infantry Division in Troy.

— ‘^i-gucss-ministers-arc-supposed-to 
wear shirts and tics, and here I am in a 
sweaty (firefighter’s outfit).’’ He grins. 
“It’s a good feeling.” 

Crater, 42. started with the Burbank 
Fire Department os a volunteer chaplain 
in 1983; about the same time he was 
completing his seminary schooling and 
.starting to preach at Trinity Baptist. 

In 1985. then-Chief Dave Hare 
persuaded Crater to become a' full- 
fledged volunlccr firefighter. The 
di^artment hired him for a paying job in 
1988. 

His. congregation “never expressed 
any displeasure" about his two-pronged 
career until he hired on full time at the 
fire dep'aitmcnt. Then some worried that 
he wouldn’t have time for them. 

“it probably was, a harder adjustment 
for them,” Crater said. 


Crater stepped down from the Trinity 
pulpit in 1991 to concentrate on 
pursuing an associate degree in fire 
.science. However, he continued to 
preach ns a substitute pastor at various 
Southern Baptist churches in the 
interim. Once the pastorship at Trinity 
opened three months ago, his old 
. .congregation called him back. 

For everything there is a .sbason. the 
Bible says. For Crater; that -means 
there’s a time to fight fires and a time to 

-fight-brimiuone.

“I can’t be down here being a 
minister," Crater said. “I’m a 
professional firefighter down here. 
When ! go outside the building, I sec 
life in a more spiritual .way." 

Besides, at a rescue scene “You really 
don't have a whole bunch of time to 
worry about spiritual things," he said. 
Crater and his colleagues literally arc 
■involved in lifc-or-dcath struggles. 

The spiritual questions arise later, he 
said. “You get to thinking about where 
' they were at.” 

Being a clergyman helps him deal 
■with the aftermath of tragic accidents, 
like the Easter car crash south of 
Wallula that took thc'lifc of a Walla 
Walla family. Crater, who was

“They treat me as if I am saianic. I don’t 
regard these people ns my enemies, and 
apparently they' see me as theirs,” llic 
Phocnix-bosed journalist said in a recent 
interview. "It’s pretty remarkable for 
people to hate you so much because you 
write your story.” . 

The book, which has caused a stir in 
Mormon circles here and in Salt Lake 
City, is "Secret Ceremonies: A Monnqn

ncck-to-knees undergarment that would 
.protect her from the devil: 

LeFcvrc said Laakc doesn’t speak for 
most Mormon women. 

“For every Deborah Laakc in the. 
church, there arc many thousands who 
have had the opposite experience - for 
whom their church memberships and 
marriages have been beautiful and jwsitivc 
experiences,” Ite said. "My wife certainly 
docs not feci like she is ignored." •

Watchdog group warns 
of seams in southern Idaho

TIic Better Business Bureau of 
Southwest Idaho is warning local 
businesses and residents of two 
scams in an attempt to protect fair

Last week, the Better Business 
Bureau's ofnee in Boise got six 
calls from business owners who 
complained that officials with 
the bureau were calling them at 
home and trying to’ sell insur- 
ance. 

"They were really upset.- They 
.-said..'Quit.calling me.nt.homc.lll, 
said Nora Carpenter, executive di- 
rector for the bureau in southwest 
Idoho. ■ . 

.But the Bener.Business purcau 
doesn't sell insurance and aBer a 
check of all its telephone colls and 
"employees realized that somebody- 


was using the bureau's name in a 
scam. 

"It's all happened around herei 
but if it’s happening here then 
we’re sure that it will happen 
down there <in the Magic Valleyh” 
Carpenter said. 

■ A|l six of the people who called . 
to complain owned small busi- 
nesses in Boise or the nearby sub- 
urbs. 

"Xhat doesn't seem like a lot of 
calls, but it is whcii they're using a 
trademarked name.ij\nd our nome , 
is trademarkcd,"Carpentersaid. 

This type of scam isn't new. A 

year ago, a man opprooched Boise 

businesses.ond asked fonJonatipna 
for the "Better Business'’ Council"' 
and the Better Business Bureau 
eventually sued him. 

In both that esse and the current 
situation, a person contacts 'bpsi- 
ness owners but doesn't leave a 
-business card orprovide-any-other . 


kind of ideniincotion. Carpenter 
said. 

She said that if any businesses 
owners are approached by such 
people, the owners should call the 
burcou ip check them out. 

The bureau is also warning Ida- 
ho residents about travel compa- 
nies that set up booths ut fairs 
across the state and offer a draw- 
ing for a free trip to the Caribbean. 

Carpenter said that what hap- 
pens is that everybody who enters 
the drawing gets a call saying that 
they won. However, all they gel is 
free tickets on a, ferry boot ride 
ftom Miami or Fort Lauderdale to 
some Caribbean island and no oih- 
ercxpchses”ore paid. Instead,' the ' 
travel company tries to soil the 
"winners" oirlinc and hotel reser- 
vations. 

"This free vacation will end up 
costing you about $1,600.” Cor- 
penter said.
